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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/04/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The examiner notes the applicant's arguments directed towards the use of a 
bleed resistor of Patrick Jr. in combination with Riaziat and Spangler, as well as the 
assertion that Patrick Jr. is not of analogous art. The examiner does not agree. It is also 
noted that the applicant appears to still be arguing the combination of the entire bleed 
resistor element of Patrick Jr. rather than the acutely shaped end. All three of these 
points have been addressed by the examiner in prior office actions, and are included 
below for convenience. 

The examiner does not agree with the applicant's position. As stated in the 
previous rejection to the claims: "Patrick teaches an acutely shaped conductor which is 
used to facilitate ESD discharges (col.3 lines 10-15). It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine the laser diode ground 
connector of Riaziat and Spangler, used for ESD protection, with the acute shape 
taught by Patrick in order to further attract ESDs to the ground connector to protect the 
various circuit elements." Patrick teaches this shape to assist in the concentration of 
static electricity, thus it is believed that proper motivation is provided for the use of the 
shape in combination with the ESD protection connectors of Riaziat and Spangler. 

The examiner further points to Patrick Jr at col. 1 lines 1-7, wherein it is taught 
that a sharp pointed conducting rod is used to bleed away charge via the accumulation 
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of the high charge density at the sharpened point. Although the intended use ofPatricl< 
Jr 's invention is not directed towards optoelectronics, it is clear that the beneficial 
shape disclosed is^ useful, and analogous, when dealing with charge dissipation and 
ESD applications. Therefor, when ESD protection methods are incorporated with 
optoelectronics it is the belief of the examiner that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
deem a reference that teaches a useful shape for charge dissipation on a conductor to 
be of analogous art.
